Construction work, Including the
arching over and covering of this great
drain, together with ncquisition of
property and other charges, will bring
the eventunl cost, It Is roughly estl-
mated, to $1,000,000. On the Immedlate
constructlon, that is, the laying of an
Invert and concrete walls, City Engl-
nesr Bolling has roughly estimated the
cost by sections as follows: Botween
Lombardy and Hnrrison Streets, 2,000
feet, 10x13-foot open sewer, $80,000;
between Second and Seventh Streots,
1,600 feet, 12x20-foot open sewer, $80,-
000; Broad to Clay Street, $62,768; Clay

to Washington Street, $63,745: Wash-
ington to Seventh Street, $210,640.
This does not ineclude what is regard-
ed as one of the most imortant fen-
tures to prevent floods—the widening
of the old section from Broad Street
to the river, which will mean the re-
movil and rebuilding of one of the
stone walls and the In¥ing of an
arched concrete floor or invert. That
part having been bullt many years ago
without any flooring, It does not scour
out, but tends to clog up and create
a nuisance, while in some places the
wash has seriously undermined the old
stone slde walls,

Mr. Beck stated that he consldered
the proper treatment of this creel by
far the most serious problem béfore
the city. No recommendation will be
gsent to the Council until the detailed
plans and estimates of the Engineer's
department have been prepared.

Wants Funds for Bridge. *

Following Mr. Beck, Mr. Whittet
moved to recommend to the Council
that an appropriation of $600,000 be
made for erection of a concrets bridge
over James River to replace the old
Ninth Street Free Bridge. The Admin-
Istrative Board recently held a cont-
potitlon for designs for such a bridge,
although no definite action has ever
been taken by the City Counell looking
to Its erectlon.
